President ta a memorandum, dated El December 
1 ^ 70 , to she Director of Central Intelligence and 
other addressees* set forth his concern and 
tasiracted the Director to provide guidance in 
thins field, ©specially through the machinery of 
the intelligence 1 community. He noted the 
atetefcory responsibility of the Director £o 
protect intelligence sources and methods. 

hm although Dr. Kiaslager’e memorandum 

limited the review of £ ate call ve Order IGSGt, 
as amended to a few .specific sectioaa, the 
White House later verbally directed a total 
review of the Order.

7, The current draft incorporates all of these principle a 
with trm exception. It directs automatic declassification after 
30 years. *?;M» procedure is unacceptable to the Agency, because, 
.for example, the Clandestine Service still maVc» regular "felts" 
when cheeking current name© against Office of Strategic Services 
records, Paragraph l*g» and 1 , 1 * of the attached memorandum 
correct this Inadequacy. 


8. On© of the now provisions of the current draft fSectioa 2(g)] 
which had not been previously furnished to or considered by the 
Committee members require# that each ‘'portion 1 * of & document 
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carry its own classification, The department of defense has 
followed this practice during the past five year* and claims 
thereby to reduce the prolt fe r at to a of classified documents. 

i-je Deputy Director for TntoHigeace is opposed to this change.

ments and materials. IV’« also believe that it would oe a rare 
ea.»e when tho committee would request Agency classified docu- 
ments and materials which we would bo unwilling to, disclose. 
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It. tn view of the iecba Pleas in the Order of items* of 
partUwi&t Interest to this Agency and the fact that the remainder 
of exist special needs are set forth in the attached memorandum, 
it Is yecemmeaded that, yen *lga it. 
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
